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The strange career of Benjamin Butler: 
Lawyer, general, congressman, and governor

Benjamin Butler and Adel- 
bert Ames were closely as- 
sociated in a few ways, but 
they couldn’t have been 
more. different. Both were 
Civil. War generals, both 
served in Congress and were 
state’ governors. They are 
both ‘associated with Lowell 
and: Tewksbury. 

In background and military 
prowess, though, they were 
quite apart. 

Ames was a professional 
soldier who graduated fifth 
in.his class from West Point. 
He was awarded the Con- 
gressional Medal of Honor 
and led the successful attack 
on the-fort guarding the last 
seaport of the Confederacy. 

Butler was a powerful law- 
yer who became a general by 
political means. He became 
the military governor of New 
Orleans, and was largely 
reviled there. His efforts at 
leading troops were ineffec- 
tive and he failed to take the 
same fort that Ames cap- 
-tured.less than a month later. 

While much of his image 
was negative, there were 
many accomplishments to 
his. credit. He fought to 
reduce the 14-hour work 
days of Lowell millworkers 
to 10 hours. Butler’s actions 


at the outset of the Civil War 
prevented Maryland from 
seceding. His declaration 
that escaped slaves would be 
considered contraband was 
the first step toward free- 
dom for slaves. 

In Congress, he authored 
the articles of impeachment 
against President Andrew 
Johnson. He drafted the na- 
tion’s first civil rights law, 
although it was repealed a 
few years later. He also 
drafted the initial version of 
legislation to revoke the right 
of habeas corpus against the 
Ku Klux Klan. As governor 
of Massachusetts, he took 
strong action to curb abuses 
at the Tewksbury Almshouse. 

Butler grew up in impover- 
ishment. He was born in 
New Hampshire in 1818, but 
after his father died, his 
mother moved to Lowell 
with her six children. Ben, 
the youngest, was a sickly 
child with a pasty complex- 
ion, droopy eyelids and a 
crossed left eye. 

He was blessed with a quick 
mind and a strong memory. 
His mother was a devout 
Baptist and wanted him to 
become a preacher. She sent 
him to Waterville College in 
Maine, now Colby. He graduat- 
ed in 1838 with a great interest 
in politics, but not religion. 


He became a Democrat and 
supported President Martin 
Van Buren in his bid 1840 
election. 

He worked in the Lowell law 
office of William Smith, 
which gave him access to 
Smith’s collection of law 
books. Butler studied them 
diligently while tending to 
court duties daily. After pass- 
ing the bar, he became a 
partner with Smith. 

Butler soon established a 
formidable presence in the 
City of Lowell, indeed in New 
England. He was a brash, 
witty lawyer who could turn 
a case on mistakes in an 
indictment. He pioneered the 
insanity plea for murder. 

He developed a grotesque 
manner and image. His droo- 
py eyelids, along with a long 
mustache, bald pate, long 
hair and raspy voice gave 
him a sensational presence 
in the courtroom. He could 
summon tears at will. 

“He is the strangest sight 
you ever saw. It is hard to 
keep your eyes off him,” 
wrote Theodore Lyman. 
“With his head set immedi- 
ately on a stout, shapeless 
body, his very squinting 
eyes, and a set of legs and 
arms that look as if made 
for somebody else and hasti- 
ly glued to him by mistake, 


he presents a combination 
of Victor Emmanuel, Aesop 
and Richard III.” 

He took on clients that other 
lawyers would ignore, mill 
workers who could only pay a 
small fee. Clients flocked to 
him and he became a politi- 
cal advocate for workers. - 

“He was seldom content to 
try a simple case in a simple 
way,” said a critic. 

After the city council pas- 
sed an ordinance that dogs 
must wear a muzzle, he walk- 
ed his dog with a muzzle on 
its tail. He spent a week in 
jail after a judge had found 
him in contempt of court. 
Asked if was trying to show 
contempt for the court, he 
replied, No, your honor, I am 
doing my best to conceal it. 

He had no love for the 
Boston Brahmins who owned 
the mills in Lowell. 

To them, he said, "If I am 
not for you, I shall be against 
you, and you can take your 
choice.” 

As he built his wealth, he 
bought three textile mills in 
the city, along with other 
real estate. With one of the 
mills came a handsome man- 
sion, Belvidere, on Andover 
Street, which had once been 
part .

Rep. F.obertson files legislation regarding net neutrality, constitutional rights and more 


BOSTON — With this past 
Friday marking the end of 
the four week sprint of bill 
sponsorship and co-sponsor- 
ship by all members of the 
Massachusetts House of 
Reps, Wilmington and Tewks- 
bury’s Representative David 
Robertson made his legisla- 
tive priorities clear amidst 
the chaos. 

Keeping a local focus, 
much of the legislation tar- 
gets fixing situations here at 
home. Ranging from sewage 
debt relief to helping towns 
defend against unwanted 
trash-transfer facilities like 
Transrail, such legislation 
focuses on state solutions for 
local problems. 

One example of this is his 
bill, An Act relative to solid 
waste disposal facilities. The 
legislation would allow cities 
and towns to enact and en- 
force zoning ordinances on 
dandfills, transfer stations, 


- recycling centers, etc that

do not have an implicit pur- 


pose of serving for public 
health, public safety or the 
protection of the environ- 
ment. 

If passed, this legislation 
could give the Town of Wil- 
mington (and nearby towns 
that could and would be 
affected) additional, non-tra- 
ditional protections against 
proposed dangerous busi- 
nesses like the New England 
Transrail transfer station, 
on the polluted former Olin 
Corporation site. 

Another example requires 
revenue from the general 
fund to be allocated back to 
towns to help with sewage 
bond debt relief, an ongoing 
issue in the Town of Tewks- 
bury. However, not all bills 
were only town-focused. 

“Without a doubt the lar- 
gest bill I am co-presenting 
with Representative Andy 
Vargas is Net Neutrality bill. 
Not to take away from any of 
the merits of any of the 
other legislation filed for

this session, but I think it's a 
significant issue that is 
important to not only my 
generation, but it’s an in- 
credibly important issue to 
educators, small businesses 
and all private users, not 
just in Tewksbury and Wil- 
mington, but across the en- 
tirety of the Commonwealth.

Currently, each individual 
city or town can pass its 
own laws regarding what a 
legal firearm is, which can 
create a murky legal situa- 
tion for law-abiding fire- 
arms owners who often 
cross town lines to go to fir- 
ing ranges or sportsmen’s 
clubs within the state. 

In a similar way the Com- 
monwealth standardized the 
state building code as the 
patchwork local ordinances 
resulted in the same issue 
arising; people were un- 
knowingly and accidentally 
committing violations.

Representatives can show 
support for others’ legisla- 
tion through not only voting 
for legislation in committees 
or if the legislation reaches 
the floor of the house, but 
also through the act of co- 
sponsoring another Repre- 
sentative’s legislation to 
show solidarity and support 
for the legislation.

$2,250,000 for the purchase of 
the arena, and create a fund 
to pay expenses related to 
the rink.

McDonough’s 
two-year stint with the 
Monarchs was unquestion- 
ably the right decision. And 
the organization also 
thought highly of their 
standout skater, describing 
him as an “offensive threat 
with good speed and an 
excellent shot.” During the 
2014/15 season, McDonough 
added 9 goals and 12 assists 
to the Monarch cause.

‘gives credit to his Monarch’s 
cgach as one of the most 
4rifluential people in his 
thockey life. 

- “Coach Clint Edinger was 


one of my most important 
mentors,” he shared. “He 
really helped get my game 
to the next level and helped 
me to mature as a person in 
the process.” 

McDonough was an inte- 
gral part of the Wilmington 
Wildcats State champi- 
onship clubs as a sophomore 
and junior. In 2013, the 
Wildcats came into the tour- 
nament as the No. 3-seed 
and had little trouble slicing 
through the MIAA North 
Division 2 bracket, knocking 
off Stoneham, Boston Latin, 
Lincoln-Sudbury, and 
Danvers in the North Finals 
before advancing to blank 
Franklin, 4-0, in the title 
game. 

At the time, Wilmington 
hockey coach Steve Scanlon 
described McDonough as a 
“potent top line scorer.” The 
Wildcats sniper, as he was 
also known, scored a half- 
dozen goals in four playoff 
games, including a hat trick 
over Danvers in the North 
Finals. 

McDonough, who was also 


a three-year centerfielder 
for the Wildcats baseball 
team, scored a goal in the 
third period of the champi- 
onship game held at the 
Boston TD Garden to help 
lift his team to its second 
straight title win over 
Franklin. 

In addition to the acco- 
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lades for his noteworthy 
tournament achievements, 
McDonough was quite proud 
of an award he received dur- 
ing the 2012 Hockey Night in 
Boston. 

“During the summer 
before my junior year, I was 
honored as the MVP and 
Scoring Champ of the 
Hockey Night tournament,” 
recalled McDonough, who 
played for the Metro team 
along with Wildcat team- 
mate Luke Foley. “Along 
with the high school tourna- 
ment success, it was a great 
honor to receive that 
award.” 

McDonough, 23, has been 
adding more highlights over 
the last four seasons with 
the Corsairs. But as he 
explained it, UMass 
Dartmouth wasn’t his first 
choice. 

“I was looking at a couple 
of other schools,” said the 
Corsairs assistant captain 
who is pursuing a degree in 
crime and justice and con- 
sidering a career in law 
enforcement. “UMass was 


my last visit and thirty min- 
utes after leaving the tour, I 
knew it was the place for 
me. I called the coach and 
committed to attending the 
following year.” 

Since joining the Corsairs, 
McDonough has steadily 
improved. As a freshman, he 
saw limited ice time but in 


his sophomore year, he tal- 
lied a respectable 5 goals 
and 8 assists in 26 games. 
The next year, as a junior, 
McDonough transposed his 
contribution, amassing 8 
goals along with 5 assists. 
And this season, the excep- 
tional forward, who wears 
the No. 12 jersey, is leading 
his team with 12 goals and 


13 assists in 23 games. 
McDonough also_ ranks 
fourth overall in goals 


amongst all MASCAC play- 
ers. 

“Brendan is certainly hav- 
ing a breakout year,” said 
UMass Dartmouth coach 
Erik Noack.

‘Hill's goal seconds left lifts ‘Cats to huge win

WILMINGTON - If you 
Were watching from the 
stands, you probably asked 
yourself why would 
Wakefield pull its goalie with 
1:30 left in a tied game? 

The answer to that ques- 
tion will be explained in a 
little bit, but thanks to an 
innocent mistake by the 
Warriors' coaching staff, the 
Wilmington High School 
Boys' Hockey team caught a 
break, which perhaps could 
lead them into state tourna- 
ment play. 

The break was 
Wilmington's Joe Hill scor- 
ing an empty-net goal with 
10 seconds left, which gave 
the 'Cats the 3-2 win over 
their Middlesex League 
freedom Division rivals. 

- The win was so important 
for Wilmington for two rea- 
sons: first, it snapped an 
eight-game losing streak; 
and secondly, it keep the 
team's post-season chances 
alive, despite its 5-11-0 
record (the 11th loss coming 
two days later against 
Medford). 

According to Jim Clark of 
the Boston Herald, there's 
seven teams from the state 
that can qualify for the state 
tournament by the "Sullivan 
Rule," which he explains, "if 
teams play in a league in 
which 70 percent or more of 
‘their required league games 
are against higher-division 
teams, they can qualify sim- 
ply by counting all games 
Geague or _ nonleague) 
against any opponent in 


“their division or lower (fin- 


ishing .500 mark or better).” 
Among the seven teams 
include Wilmington, 
Wakefield and Stoneham 
from the Middlesex League.

be in," said Wilmington 
head coach Steve Scanlon. "I 
just think that (head Coach 
Jason Lawrence) is reading 
the percentage wrong. The 
percentage of your league is 
71 percent and it's the same 
for him as it is for us, so I 
just think he's mistaken. But 
it worked out to our benefit." 

Had Wilmington ended in a 
tie with Wakefield, the 
Wildcats' post-season run 
would have become much 
steeper, as any loss in these 
upcoming three would have 
eliminated the team. 

"At this point of the sea- 
son, we're taking this win 
and moving on," _ said 
Scanlon. "It's been a long 
time since we won, so we're 
glad about that. We'll be fac- 
ing Medford (on Monday) 
and they desperately need 
the points as they are trying 
to also qualify for the tour- 
nament. Nothing will be 
easy for us down the stretch. 
We're staying positive. A win 
is a win and we just have to 
move on." 

Wilmington came out fly- 
ing in the first period 
against Wakefield, really 
skating and playing well, but 
that tempo slowed down 
quite a‘ bit in the final two 
periods. The 'Cats quickly

Then with 3:05 
left, the 'Cats were called 
for a penalty. Wakefield 
worked the puck around 
inside the 'Cats blue line and 
in a big scurry in front of 
the net, three consecutive 
shots were fired at sopho- 
more Alex Fitzler (23 
saves). He turned away all 
three at a rapid pace, includ- 
ing the third one, a gorgeous 
left pad stop through a 
crowd of players in front of 
him. 

"I thought Alex's saves on 
that fluffy down here (in the 
second period) was huge," 
said Scanlon. "He made 
some really good _ saves. 
Good for him for getting his 
first (career) win." 

Wilmington had two power 
play chances in the third 
period and failed to generate 
any chances on either, allow- 
ing Wakefield to remain in 
the game. With 3:58 left in 
the game, still trailing 2-1, 
the Warriors went on a 


power play and scored just 
54 seconds later with 
Thomas Harrington driving 
home a beautiful pass from 
Jake Regan to make it 2-2. 

The score remained the 
same until Hill scored the 
empty-netter, which was 
started by tremendous hus- 
tle down the right wing side 
by Barrett, who forced a 
turnover deep in the 
Wakefield end. The puck 
moved around a bit before 
Hill retrieved it at the bot- 
tom of the left circle and he 
fired a quick shot to the far 
right side of the empty-net 
for the game winner. 

"We came out and played 
the way that we are capable 
of playing, but we certainly 
would have liked to have 
scored more with all of the 
activity that we had," said 
Scanlon. "We had 38 shots on 
net. Our power play contin- 
ues to be a big struggle for 
us." 

Both Duffy and fellow blue- 
liner Matt Pendenza had 
strong games and both 
logged a lot of ice-time, 
including the former going 
about 6-to-7 minutes without 
a break. 

Two days later, Wilmington 
traveled to take on a desper- 
ate Medford team, coached 
by former Boston Bruins' 
forward Shawn Bates.

WILMINGTON - Playing

‘What if I told you that you 
may be doing something 
20,000 times a day that is 
compromising your sleep, 
recovery, performance and 
health? In fact, if you are 
breathing improperiy, that 
is. exactly what you are 
doing. Breathing pattern 
disorders are common, but 
also relatively easy to 
fix. Let’s review proper and 
improper breathing 
mechanics and give you 
some strategies to improve 
your breathing pattern. 

Caution: If you are experi- 
encing chest pains, breath- 
lessness or dizziness, you 
should contact your doctor 
to rule out more serious 


causes of your breathing 
dysfunction. 


Proper Breathing 

In proper, or diaphragmat- 
ic, breathing, inhalation is 
initiated by the downward 
movement of the diaphragm 
and the outward movement 
of the abdomen and lower 
ribs. The rib cage should 
expand in a 3D pattern top 
to bottom, back to front and 
side to side. Expiration 
should be effortless as the 
abdomen and lower ribs 
descend and the diaphragm 
moves back to its original 
domed position. 


Chest and Neck Breathing 
The most common breath- 
ing pattern disorder we see 
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in the physical therapy clin- 
ic is neck or upper chest 
breathing. This is where the 
accessory muscles of the 
neck and upper chest, 
rather than the diaphragm, 
are used to draw in 
air. These muscles are not 
designed for this highly 
repetitive task and this pat- 
tern can lead not only to dif- 
ficulty pulling in enough air 
for proper recovery or ath- 
letic performance, but also 
problems such as neck pain, 
arm pain, back pain or 
headaches. 


Breathing Pattern 
Assessment 
To assess your breathing 
pattern, lay on your back 
with one hand over your 


belly button and the other 
over your upper chest. Take 
a deep breath in and see 
where you feel movement 
under your hands. You 
should feel your belly move 
into your bottom hand and 
very little movement in your 
top hand. If you feel most of 
the movement in your top 
hand, then you are using a 
neck/upper chest breathing 
pattern. If you feel the mus- 
cles of your neck and jaw 
tighten during inhalation, 
this indicates that these 
accessory muscles are kick- 
ing in. 


Retrain Your Breathing 
Retraining your breathing 
pattern is pretty straight 
forward. In the same posi-

tion you you were in to test 
your breathing pattern, fully 
exhale and slowly count to 
four when all the air is out 
of your lungs. As you draw 
your breath in, you should 
feel your abdomen and 
lower ribs expand. 

If this continues to be diffi- 
cult and you feel your neck 
and upper chest muscles 
kicking in, you can bend 
your knees up and place 
your hands behind your 
head. Next practice this 
while sitting or standing. 
Hands can be placed behind 
your back to relax the neck 
and upper chest. 

Try to take “breathing 
breaks” throughout the day 
to you consciously work on 
your breathing pattern. You 
will be amazed at how much 
better you feel physically 
and mentally when you 
breathe properly. Though 
breathing is something we 
often take for granted, 
improving this movement 
pattern can dramatically 
improve both your health
